every  night  in  the  sky  above  Udine  a silent  flying  object  appears  ^ich,  it  is 
reported,  emits  an  intezedttent  light  of  considerable  intensity* 

Both  the  first  and  second  "flying  saucer"  were  sighted  and  studied  by  Professor 
Dlno  dl  Colbertaldo,  a teacher  of  the  liilan  University  who  in  this  season  is  living 
in  Friuli,  but  the  phenomenon,  which  takes  place  also  over  the  city  and  villages 
of  the  area,  was  observed  by  almost  the  entire  population* 

The  professor  is  now  studing  the  photographs  taken  with  a powerful  tele- 
objective  lens  during  the  passages  of  the  iqysterious  object  a few  nights  ago* 

"The  first  object  which  made  its  appearance  in  July,*  he  explained,  "crossed 
the  sky  at  high  speed  from  s>uthwest  to  northeast  and  left  a luminous  track  of  a 
certain  intensity,  with  very  brief  interruptions.  The  last  object,  instead,  moves 
from  northwest  to  southeast  at  a slower  speed  with  very  brief  flashes  of  light  and 
long  periods  of  darkness* 

"I  discovered  it  on  Friday",  the  Professor  continues,  "Just  while  it  was  at 
the  apex  of  its  trajectory,  and  I followed  it  as  far  as  the  horizon*  Monday  evening 
it  reappeared  on  the  same  route  and  with  Identical  conditions  of  visibility,  and  the 
same  happened  on  every  subsequent  night,  with  a regular  advance  of  12  minutes* 

"The  peculiarity  of  the  phenomenon,"  Profeaaor  Dr  Colbertaldo  added,  "is  In 

the  fact  that  the  luminous  body,  in  addition  to  the  fundamental  progress  forward, 
it  is  endowed  with  an  Irregular  zig-zag  motion  and,  at  the  same  time,  with  a rotatory 
movement  around  an  axle)  finally,  it  also  has  nother  movement  in  a narrew  spiral 
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Brilliant  Sky  Seen  in  July 


An  unusually  brilliant  display  of  stars  and  planets  will 
be  seen  in  the  southern  sky  during  July.  Jupiter  will  be  the 
brightest  object,  with  the  exception  of  the  moon.

► TWO  BRIGHT  PLANETS,  fu[»iicr  and 
Siiturn,  have  joined  with  the  stars  of  the 
summer  evening  tt)  make  an  unusually  bril- 
liant display  in  the  southern  sky. 

These  are  shown  on  the  accompanying 
star  maps,  which  show  how  the  sky  looks 
at  about  10:00  p.m.,  your  own  kind  of  stand- 
ard time  (add  one  hour  for  daylight  saving 
time)  at  the  first  of  July,  and  an  hour  earlier 
in  the  middle  of  the  month. 

The  most  brilliant  evening  object,  with 
the  exception  of  the  moon,  is  Jupiter,  seen 
in  the  southwest  close  to  the  star  Spica 
which  is  part  of  the  constellation  of  Virgo, 
the  virgin.  Spica  is  about  a tenth  as  bright 
as  Jupiter. 

Farther  left,  in  the  south,  you  can  sec 
Saturn,  which  is  about  a sixth  as  bright  as 
Jupiter.  This  planet  is  in  Ophiuchus,  the 
serpent-bearer,  just  above  Scorpios,  the  scor- 
pion. The  brightest  star  in  the  latter  group 
is  Antares,  which  is  distinctly  red  in  color. 

V«goi  Brightait  Star 

The  brightest  star  now  visible  surpasses 
Saturn,  but  not  Jupiter.  This  is  high  in  the 
east  and  is  shown  on  the  map  of  the  north- 
ern half  of  the  sky.  It  is  Vega,  in  Lyra,  the 
lyre.  Just  below  is  Cygnus,  the  swan,  with 
bright  Dcncb;  and  to  the  right  of  this  figure 
stands  Aquila,  the  eagle,  with  Altair. 

High  in  the  southwest,  above  V^irgo,  you 
cm  hnd  Bootes,  the  bear-driver,  in  which 
stand  Arcturus.  These  six  stars,  Vega, 
Arcturus,  Altair,  Spica,  Antares  and  Dcncb, 
are  all  of  the  first  magnitude,  in  the  astro- 
nomical scilc  of  brilliance. 

Among  st.irs  that  arc  .somewhat  fainter, 
although  they  arc  familiar,  are  those  of 
Sagittarius,  the  archer,  seen  in  the  south 
just  to  the  left  of  Scorpius.  This  figure 
resembles  a teapot,  with  the  spout  to  the 
right,  close  to  the  curved  row  iif  .stars  that 
f(»rm  the  scorpion's  t.til. 

The  big  dipper,  mainly  of  stars  of  the 
.sc‘coiul  magnitutle.  Itang.s  in  the  nortivwest. 
part  «>f  Urwi  Maior,  the  great  Iwar.  The 
handle  points  upward.s;  at  the  Ixittom  arc 
the  “pointers." 

By  following  their  line  to  the  right,  you 
cm  locite  Polaris,  the  polcstar,  which  is  in 
Urs:i  Minor,  the  lesser  tiear.  Farther  right, 
near  Cygnus,  is  Cqihcus,  a inythologic:il 
king,  and  IhtIow  is  Cassiopeia,  the  c|uecn, 
marked  by  a group  of  stars  forming  the 
letter  W. 

Another  interesting  although  fainter  con- 
stellation is  shown  directly  overhead.  1'his 
is  Hercules,  named  after  the  strong  man  of 
mythical  lore.  Six  of  the  stars  of  this  group, 
in  the  western  part  of  the  constellation,  out- 
line the  very  ina)>propriate  figure  of  a but- 


terfly. The  body  runs  cast  and  west,  wit  i 
one  wing  to  the  north  and  the  other  to  the 
south. 

During  July  two  other  planets  appear 
later  at  night. 

Around  midnight  Mars  rises,  in  Pisces, 
the  fishes,  and  can  be  recognized  by  its 
red  color,  as  well  as  its  brilliance.  Mars 
is  steadily  approaching  the  earth,  for  a 
relatively  close  visit  of  45,000,000  miles  in 
Novemtwr.  On  July  16  it  will  be  at  the 
same  distance  as  the  sun,  a little  more  than 
94,000,000  miles  away.  ,

it,  it  looks  darker.  This  elTcct  ap|Kiirs 
mainly  in  the  tro|x>sphcrc,  up  to  a height 
of  al>out  five  miles,  where  (here  is  stmic 
dust,  and  not  in  the  stratosphere,  at  higher 
levels. 

Although  this  shadow  gradually  climbs 
to  the  zenith,  and  then  ile.sccnds  in  the 
west,  it  tsccomcs  less  and  less  tlivtinct.  But 
then  there  is  a second  shatlow  in  the  east 
which  repeals  the  phenomentm  of  the  first. 
The  light  rays  that  produce  this  are  n<»t 
coming  directly  from  the  sun.  They  result 
from  the  sunlight  that  is  reflected  from  the 
higher  parts  of  the  atmosphere,  beyond  the 
western  horizon,  on  which  the  sun  is  still 
shining. 

Looking  to  the  western  sky  in  the  early 
morning,  before  sunrise,  you  may  sec  a 
similar  effect  in  reverse,  with  the  shadows 
starting  high  and  descending  to  the  hori- 
zon, finally  disappearing  completely  as  the

before  sunrise.  And  about  July  26  Mercury 
u ill  be  farthest  east  of  the  sun,  remaining 
above  the  western  horizon  after  sunset  fur 
a short  time,  but  not  long  enough  to  be 
seen  easily. 

At  this  time  of  year,  soon  after  the  lo- 
ginning of  summer,  it  is  fairly  late  in  the 
evening  before  the  sky  gets  really  dark  and 
the  stars  can  be  seen  in  their  full  glory. 
But,  for  the  same  reason,  this  is  a good 
time  to  see  the  interesting  but  seldom 
noticed  appearance  of  the  earth's  shadow 
after  sunset. 

It  is  generally  known  that,  at  an  eclipse 
of  the  moon,  the  edge  of  our  planeLiry 
shadow  appears  on  the  lunar  surface.  Less 
well-known  is  the  fact  that  every  clear 
evening  you  can  see  the  shadow  in  the 
earth's  atmosphere. 

After  the  sun  has  set,  look  in  the  opposite 
ilirection,  which  is  to  the  southeast  at  this 
tiiiie  of  year.  .‘\t  alnnit  the  time  of  sunset, 
all  that  you  notice  is  a pinkish  glow,  very 
low  in  the  sky.  But  sliortly,  underneath 
the  pink,  there  is  a dark  band,  which  grad- 
ually enlarges,  as  its  upper  edges  climbs 
liighcr.  This  is  actually  the  shadow  of  the 
earth.  Alx>vc  it,  the  sunlight  is  shining 
on  the  atmospheric  ha/.e  in  the  east,  making 
it  brighter:  so  l»ekm,  where  the  earth  shaites 


Sometimes  beams  of  light  may  fan  out 
from  the  sun,  hidden  behind  clouds,  or 
even  with  the  clouds  behind  the  horizon. 
These  arc  the  crepuscular,  from  “crepuscu- 
lum"  which  is  Latin  for  “twilight,"  rays. 
Here  the  clouds  in  front  of  the  sun  have  an 
irregular  upper  edge  anil  the  rays  of  sun- 
light shine  through  the  gaps,  toward  you. 

Like  searchlight  beams,  these  arc  visible 
on  account  of  the  scattering  of  their  light 
by  the  atmosphere,  while  the  spaces  between 
them  are  dark.  Because  the  sun  is  so  far 
away,  these  lieams  are  parallel,  but  they 
seem  to  converge,  toward  the  sun,  liecause 
of  perspective,  like  the  parallel  tracks  of 
a railroad.

And  then  sometimes,  just  as  the  sun  dis- 
."pIKNirs  Ixfhiiul  the  horizon,  the  last  hit  of 
its  up(KT  eilge  that  you  see  may  turn  mo- 
mentarily a brilliant  green.  This  is  called 
the  "green  Hash." 

What  hapf>cns  in  this  case  is  that  the 
long  layer  of  atmosphere  through  which 
the  sun's  light  has  to  pass,  on  the  uay  to 
viuir  eyes,  acts  as  ,i  prism  and  spreails  iltc 
sun  out  into  a vertical  spectrum,  red  at 
the  hutiom.  \iiili  the  other  colors,  orange, 
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yellow,  green,  blue  and  violet,  above.  But 
becauK  the  sun  presents  the  appearance  of 
a disc,  the  red  from  one  part  is  mixed  with 
the  green  from  another,  and  the  spectrum 
is  not  a very  pure  one.-^  f 

Ac  the  last  moment,  before  sunKt,  how- 
ever, when  only  a thin  sliver  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  disc  is  still  visible,  this  does  not 
occur,  and  the  spectrum  becomes  purer. 

All  this  happens  in  the  distance,  beyond 
the  horizon.  The  red,  orange  and  yellow 
rays  are  bent  downwards  so  much  that  they 
do  not  get  beyond  the  horizon,  to  your 
eyes. 

The  blue  and  the  violet  rays,  which  would 
be  on  top,  are  absorbed  by  the  great  thick- 
ness of  atmosphere  through  which  they  have 
to  pass,  so  they  do  not  reach  you  at  all. 
Thus  green  is  the  last  you  sec,  and  that 
causes  the  sun  to  show  a f^een  flash,  just 
before  it  disappears  from  view. 

The  same  thing  may  happen  as  the  sun 
is  riling,  and  the  first  bit  to  appear  may 
show  this  green  color.  But  the  elTect  is  not 
a common  one;  conditions  have  to  be  just 
right  for  it  to  appear.  That  is  probably 
why,  according  to  an  old  Scottish  legend, 
the  person  who  has  seen  it  would  never 
be  deceived  in  love,  for  it  was  supposed  to 


give  that  person  the  magic.'il  power  tu  K'tok 
clearly  into  one’s  own  heart  and  into  the 
hearts  of  others!
